Chair’s Remarks 

Enrollment in the Faculty 

A presentation on the enrollment status of the Faculty was made. The statistics were 


provided by the Office of Institutional Research. The data presented comprised two 
parts: (a) Faculty statistics; and (b) Department statsucs. 


After the presentation, the Chair remarked that the Faculty is heading for expansion 
over the next three years. Because of the interest in Engineering, approval has been 
granted to hire 35 additional professors. It is estimated that if enrollment increases 
by about 10% in the next three years, resulting in a 30% increase in the FTE count 
and a corresponding increase in faculty positions, the FTE ratio per professor will be 
around 21.47%. 


Another factor in planning is teaching assignments — part-time versus full-time 
faculty. A minimum ratio of 60% full-time is to be maintained. 


The Chair noted that a Faculty size of 153 professors is acceptable but the 
Department size is to be reckoned with. Increase in faculty should not be directed to 
one or two areas only. Rather, certain other departments should also absorb a 
significant part of increase in faculty numbers through the enhancement of student 
enrollment. 


The Chair stated that there are two parameters indicative of the Faculty's 
performance and future planning: (1) FTEs per professor; and (2) the number of 
classes taught by full-time professors. Members’ views were invited. 


Graduate Endowment Fund 

The Faculty has established a Graduate Endowment Fund with start-up funds of 
$250,000. The returns will be used for graduate scholarships. In an effort to raise 
funds for graduate scholarships, it was suggested that undesignated donations made 
to the Capital Campaign or Annual Giving be channeled to the Graduate 
Endowment Fund through the University Advancement Office. 


Accreditation 

The Accreditation Board has sent their response concerning the Industrial 
Engineering program. Its comments, particularly concerning the Capstone course, 
were shared with the Council members. 


A Faculty Capstone Design Committee has been established to help respond to the 
Accreditation Board and also, to prepare for the next Accreditation visit. 


Graduate Curriculum Changes (ECFC Doc. 00-03-1 
Dr. Bhat presented the following 5 items as curriculum changes. 


(1) ENGR 631 Mechanical Vibrations 

This involves a change in the course title (Vibrations in Machines and Structures), 
the prerequisite and the course description. The course used to be paired with the 
undergraduate course MECH 443, which has become a core course. The graduate 
course content has been enhanced and the prerequisite is no more required. 

That the above course changes be approved.

(u) MECH 690X Quality Management in Aerospace Industry 

Speaking privileges were requested for Dr. Chen to answer questions on the course. 
The course is being proposed as a slot course offering. It is of special interest to 
students of the M.Eng. (Aerospace) program. However, it was pointed out that the 
course could also be of interest to Industrial Engineering students. Hence the 
programs within which the course is to be listed was amended to read ‘Aerospace 
and Mechanical Engineering’.

(1i1) ENGR 690V Trenchless Technology for Rehabilitation Works 
This slot course offering is proposed by the Department of Building, Civil and 
Environmental Engineering. 


That ENGR 690V be approved. 


(iv) | CIVI 656 Geotechnical Analysis 
The course is no longer offered. 


That CIVI 656 be deleted. 


(v) CIVI 690X Reinforced Earth 
This is a new slot course. 


That CIVI 690X be approved.
